“Acknowledging your letter with | 
respect to proposed roundtable 
conferences in Washington to 
thresh out the question of further 
NRA legislation—the policy of the 
motor industry would be strongly 
opposed to the idea of such meet- 
ings. 

“The variations in industry re- 
quirements do not permit of solu- 
tion in mass meetings but rather 
require long and exhaustive study. 

“The NRA itself is collating past 
information and trying to arrive | 
at the fundamental issues which | 
are involved. 

“Recovery is proceeding and to 
inject controversial and unsettling 
discussions into the picture would 
surely do more harm than good. | 

“IT am sincerely hopeful there- 
fore, that no attempt will be made | 
to hold meetings on the subject 
during this period of study.”

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New Car Colors Will be Brighter Than Ever 


Clear, Greenish Blue Will be li 
Strong Favorite, Says Duco} 


New York, Oct. 25. 
colors for 1936 will 
than ever before says the Duco 
Color Advisory Service. Few man- 
ufacturers have failed to include 
at least one very bright color in 
their line and more often than 
not this feature color is a clear, 
greenish blue. 

One over-all color remains the 
choice of the majority of manu- 
facturers since the lines of few 
present-day cars are adapted to 
two-color schemes. However, at 
least one car will be shown in 
two-tone effect. Two body colors, 
however, with an accent color, 
will be the limit. There will be 
no return to the varying upper, 
lower, fender, moulding, window 
reveal, stripe and wheel colors 
used several years ago. Nor will 
there ever be, in all probability, 
since designers know that such 
color treatments are expensive, 
and often inharmonious, and that 
they tend to detract from the 
streamlines they have made every 
effort to achieve. 

Gunmetal Popular 

A one or two all-over color 
scheme provides a setting for 
wheel areas and striping in bril- 
liant accent colors. Such a set- 
ting is provided by a light creamy 
grey body color for flame-colored 


wheels. A light metallic blue is 
an excellent foil for vermilion 
striping. 


Nearly every manufacturer is 
showing at least one car in metal- 
lic lacquer. Gunmetal shades in 








Motor car| this material, particularly certain 
be brighter| shades of grey, should find favor 


with the public at the shows. 

This year, there are a number 
of purplish blues on the market 
that are bright enough to retain 
their identity and still be con- 
servatively dark in shade. One 
manufacturer cleverly empha- 
sizes this characteristic of his 
offering in dark blue by striping 
in a dark maroon-red. 

Grey Featured 

Grey is featured this year, rang- 
ing from neutral shades to slightly 
creamy tones and greenish greys. 
Very dark shades are to be shown 
also. Bright blue, green, red and 
orange striping and wheel colors 
are used to accent these to effec- 
tively off-set the charge that grey 
is a “hearse” color. 

Green is to be found in one or 
two variations on every model, 
and this year finds little shown 
that is not pure green, free from 
yellow and blue tones, whether the 
shade is dark or bright or some- 
what greyed. 

Maroon and brown remain least 
popular. Maroon is seen in com- 
paratively few shades, the out- 
standing colors being darker vari- 
ations, and one verging on red. 
However, these are notably free 
from bricky or definitely purple 
undertones. 

Beige and tan will represent the 
brown color family—the offerings 
varying from yellowish to reddish. 
An unusual color scheme is red- 
dish tan striped with dark red.

Philadelphia, Oct. 25.—The Edward

with a loss of $152,048 in the third 
quarter of 1934.

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Needed: A New Formula 


DVICES from Washington indicate that at the present 
time the chief bar to having the Automobile Retailing 
Trade taken under the wing of the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion is the objection of the commission to what it terms 
price fixing in its formula for arriving at the value of used 
cars taken in trade. If this difficulty could be cleared it 
is likely that the Retailing trade would then be enabled 
to set up a code of fair trade practice which would meet 
with the approval of the commission. 

This approval would differ from the NRA in that the 
government would merely give the trade authority to set) 
up rules of its own as to what constitutes unfair trading. 
The rules thus drawn up and approved by the commission 
would then be enforceable by the trade itself. 

In many circles it is felt that this action by the commis- 
sion would be very helpful in overcoming many of the bad 
practices that have crept into the trade since the NRA 
was declared unconstitutional last June. If this is true, 






















it seems to us that some wise heads among the trade can | 
figure out a formula for arriving at used car values which 
will not run counter to the FTC stand against price fix- 
ing and at the same time give dealers the protection they 
feel they need. Let us have your ideas on how it can 
be done. 


Seven Days Until the Shows 
EVEN days, or just one short week remains before the 
National Automobile Show opens in New York inau- 
gurating a new automotive year. The change in show 
dates this year is an experiment the value of which can 
only be told by time. Whether or not people will buy 
cars in the fall depends largely upon how well the cars 
are sold. ; 
For obvious reasons news of this change has been with- 
held from the public as far as it has been humanly pos- 
sible to withhold it. For that reason it is important now 
that every dealer bend every effort to see that his cus- 
tomers know about the show in time to view the new 
models while they are all on display together. Get your 
show invitations out now. 


What’s in the Future? 

BACTOR vehicle accidents during the past few years 

have so aroused public opinion that officials charged 
with public safety are at wits ends which way to turn. 
At the Eastern Conference of Motor Vehicle Administra- 
tion in New York, proposals under discussion ranged from 
drastic changes in the motor vehicle laws and psychiatric 
examinations for drivers, to the governors to control the 
speed of cars. Any of these things can happen and none 
is likely to result in much gain for anyone and certainly 
a loss for the industry. 

If, by law revision it is meant that silly restrictions be 
brought more closely in line with common sense we are 
for it. And when a reasonable code has been arrived at 
have it enforced without fear or favor. To test the men- 
tality of the average applicant for license by hocus-pocus 
questions will reveal nothing. Governors might result in 
increased accidents in many cases. First, we must have 


rules that the average driver will respect and which 
cannot be modified or changed and then enforce them.

Washington, Oct. 25. Factory | 
sales of automobiles dropped in 
September to 89,805 vehicles, of 
which 57,285 were passenger cars | 
and 32,520 were trucks, compared 


with 240,051 vehicles in August, 
170,007 in September last year | 
and 191,800 in September, 1933. 


These figures were compiled by 
the Census Bureau this week. 

Of the passenger cars sold in 
September, 49,905 were for domes- 
tic consumption and 7,380 for ex- 
port. Of trucks 25,028 were for | 
domestic trade and 7,492 for ex- 
port. 

The month raised total factory | 
sales for the first three quarters

NEW YORK 
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Outlook Lifts Estimate; 
Would Be Peak Since ’30 


Detroit, Oct. 25.—Recent de-| 
velopments have raised materi- 
ally the outlook for automobile 
production during the final quar- 
ter of 1935, says the Wall St. 
Journal in a signed article by 
N. S. Keith. 

Whereas a month ago, the best 
estimates indicated an output of 
between 650.000 and 750,000 cars 
and trucks during the final three 
months, the present outlook is 
that production should reach at 
least 800,000 units, with a fair 
prospect that the total might run 
as high as $00,000, Keith says. 
He adds: 

“Operations at this level would 


be the highest for any fourth 
quarter since 1928, when 928,000 
units were produced, and would 


compare with 377,000 last year 
and with average fourth quarter 
output of 325,000 units during the 
years 1930-1934, inclusive. In the 
peak years, 1923 through 1929, 
when the seasonal curtailment in 
operations during the final quar- 
ter was generally not so sharp 
as during the subsequent years, 
average output for this period 
was 845,000 units. 


No Obstacles 

“The primary cause of the heavy 
autumn operations this year is of 
course the advancement by two 
months of new model introduc- 
tions in an effort to stabilize pro- 
duction and to eliminate a large 
part of the sharp seasonal fluctu- 
ations which have characterized 
operations during past years. Re- 
cent factors, however, have paved 
the way for fuller development 
of this program during» the final 
quarter and thus account for the 
higher estimates on production 
for the period. 

“In the first place, no major 
obstacles to rapid achievement 
of heavy volume operations on 
new models by the important pro- 
ducers have developed. This will 
be reflected in a sharp recovery 
in output this month over Sep- 
tember, the low month of the 
year when most plants were en- 
gaged in changeovers to the 1936 


products. Two years ago new 
model production in most large 
plants, with the exception of 


Ford’s, was seriously retarded by 
strike delays in tool and die 
plants while on 1935 models. 
Chevrolet, which accounts for 
roughly one-fourth of total out- 
put, was slow in getting into 
volume production of its heaviest 
selling passenger car lines. 
Conditions Good 

“The willingness of manufac- 
turers to embark on heavy pro- 
duction at this time has been en- 
hanced, moreover, by the highly 
promising condition of the retail 


market. 


for the introduction of new prod- 
ucts, was one of the most satis- 
factory in the history of the in- 
dustry despite the shortening of 
the selling season on 1935 models 
by two months. Furthermore, all 
indices now available point to a 
further expansion in retail de- 
mand next year. The response to 
the new models which have al- 
ready been introduced, the com- 
mitments made by dealers for | 
1936 products and the surveys of 
sales prospects by factory experts 
all substantiate this view. 

“The industry’s new program 
of production regularization nat- 
urally involves the concentration 
into the fourth quarter of dealer 
sampling and _ initial stocking, 
which during recent years has 
for the most part been carried 
out during the first quarter. This 
will correspondingly tend to hold 
down the sharp seasonal expan- 
sion in manufacturing operations 
which otherwise would occur dur- 
ing the early months of 1936.” 


Edw. G. Budd Mfg. | 
Workers Gain) 
In Philadelphia | 


Philadelphia, Oct. 25.—An in-| 
crease of 30 per cent in the num- | 
ber of its employes, compared | 
with this time a year ago, was 
reported today by the Edward G. 
Budd Manufacturing Co. The 
company’s payroll of 5,500 men in 
the Philadelphia plant, of whom 
1,100 have been engaged in the 


last three weeks, is the largest 
since 1933. 
“The increased employment is 


due to three things,” said Dr. Ed- 
win H. MclIlvain, director of per- 
sonnel. “Increased orders, in-

softer, more flexible spring with- 
out in any way affecting the con- 
trol of the car, it is said. The 
springs are shackled at both ends 
and are mounted on the axle by 
means of lubricated saddle bear- 
ing which fits around a cylindrical 
machined portion of the front 
axle. With this system of mount- 
ing, the front axle with the torque 
rods acts as a real compound 
torque stabilizer rigidly resisting 
twist, Hudson engineers assert. 
Two Brake Systems 

It is because of the “radial 
safety control” system that the 
“rhythmic ride” has been 
possible, it is claimed, since the 


spring design can be so arranged | 


as to give the proper suspension 
characteristic at the forward end 
of the car. The entire spring sus- 
pension system has been balanced 
to give a unified effect. The 
proper relationship between front 
and rear spring as well as the 
seat cushion springs eliminates 
any pitching tendency on any 
type of road and allows all four 
springs te work together in a 
manner impossible where the 
springs have to be designed to 
take driving and torque stresses 
as well as acting as suspension 
units, it is said. 

The new cars are equipped with 


two braking systems. Hydraulic 
brakes are provided, plus me- 
chanical brakes. With this sys- 


tem, every emergency application 
of the hydraulic brake is backed 
up by a mechanical application 
which follows closely behind it, 
but which is inoperative except at 
three-quarter pedal or if a very 
unlikely condition should prevail 
which would cause the hydraulic 
brake to fail in its operation 
Brakes Rear Wheels 

In the operation of this braking 
system, the first travel of the 
brake pedal applies the hydraulic 
brake. After the pedal has trav- 
eled a short distance it picks up a 
link which is connected with the 
same rotary-equalized mechanical 
brake system that is used for the 
emergency brake. This mechan- 
ical brake controls two rear 
wheels. The travel of the linkage 
in the normal application of the 
brake pedal is insufficient to ap- 
ply the brakes mechanically. If 
for any reason, however, hy- 
draulic pressure is not available, 
either through lack of fluid in the 
system, or for any emergencies, 
the linkage continues to travel as 
the brake pedal is applied and 
provides a mechanical brake 
capable of controlling the car 
just as efficiently as if it were 
primary instead of a secondary 
brake system, it is claimed. 

The six engine with a bore of 
three inches and a stroke of five 
inches produces 93 horsepower at 
3,800 r.p.m. with a 6.25 to 1 com- 
pression ratio. The eight has a 
bore of three inches and a stroke 
of four and one-half inches and 
produces 113 horsepower at 3,800 
r.p.m. with a compression ratio of 
6 to 1. In addition, there is avail- 
able a 7 to 1 head as optional 
equipment at extra cost. With 
this head the six engine develops 
100 horsepower at 3,800 r.p.m. and 
the eight engine develops 124 
horsepower at 4,000 r.pm. The 
7 to 1 heads are aluminum while 
the standard heads are cast iron. 

Engine Improvement 

A number of detail improve- 
ments are embodied in the en- 
gines for 1936. The water pump 
is now the pressure type instead 
of the suction type. It is claimed 
that when the engine is warm the 
new pump draws water from the 
radiator and delivers it under 
pressure to the bottom of the 
block. Before the engine is warm, 
the water is drawn from the by- 
pass and does not go through the 
radiator. One of the reasons for 
this change, it is said, is to give a 
more effective flow to the car 
heater when installed.

Another factor which improves 
cooling is in the use of the one- 
piece aluminum head where the 
7 to 1 head is installed. More 
radiation is secured through the 
head with this metal, it is said. 

The new cars carry a carburetor 
fitted with an anti-percolating de- 
vice designed to prevent vapor 
lock in the float bowl. There is a 
spring-loaded needle valve in the 
float bowl which opens when the 
throttle is closed, permitting vapor 
to escape. With the downdraft 
type of carburetor in extremely 
hot climates, particularly at high 


altitude, difficulty has often been | 


found in restarting the engine 
after a stop. The anti-percolating 
device, it is claimed, removes the 
cause of this difficulty. 


Greater Space 

The baggage and tire compart- 
ment at the rear of the body is 
continued in the 1936 cars, but an 
increased space is now available. 
The tire is now carried flat in the 
compartment instead of upright, 
still further increasing the in- 
terior space and also its accessi- 
bility. When a trunk is installed 
a special trunk door replaces the 


compartment door, giving a stor- 
age space totaling 21 cubic feet 
with the fender well side tire 
mounting.

Radio Optional 

A selective six-tube radio is 
built in as optional equipment. 
The control is a part of the dash 
layout. The antenna for the radio 
is stone and weather-proofed and 
is mounted beneath the car be- 
tween the running boards. The 
radio set has been designed for a 
high output to compensate for the 
insulation of the steel body. 

A change in headlamp design on 
the 1936 cars is said to provide 
another safety factor. Although 
the size and power of the head- 
lamp bulbs have not been 
changed, the illuminating strength 
of the passing beam is said to be 
increased from approximately 25,- 
000 candlepower to more than 
50,000 candlepower, and the illum- 
inated distance increased from 
about 200 to 500 feet.
